WASHINGTON, June 26.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, at his press confer- 
ence today, disclaimed any state- 
ment or implication that the White 
House was insisting on enactment 
of the President's new tax propos- 
als by Saturday night, the deadline 
for Congress to act on the $502,000,- 


000 nuisance tax joint resolution, 

With a note of asperity in his 
voice, the President observed that 
neither he nor any of the adminis- 
tration leaders attending the White 
House conference Monday night 
had said anything to the effect 
that they wanted the President's 
recommendations passed by Satur- 
day. He admonished the:reporters 
to go back to the record to check 
up on his statements. 

When it was pointed out to him 
by one. reporter and verified by an- 
other that Chairman Harrison of 
the Senate Finance Committee said 
yesterday that he “hoped” the rec- 
ommendations would be enacted by 
Saturday, the President professed 
to remain firm in his disbelief. 


Separate Bills a “Possibility.” 


Asked what would happen to the 
nuisance tax law if not extended 
by Saturday night the President 
told the reporters to use their imag- 
ination. It has been estimated that 
if the joint resolution is not passed 
by Saturday the Government will 
lose $1,500,000 for every day of de- 
lay. When asked whether the nut- 
sance tax joint resolution would be 
| passed minus the three amend- 
| ments proposed by Chairman Har- 
i'rison ‘(the new taxes), the Presi- 
| dent replied that this. was a possi- 
‘bility. ‘(This was done today in the 
Senate.)

Schedules Ur to Congress. 


Asked whether he approved the 
tentative schedules made public late 
last night by the Senate Finance 
Committee, the President said that 
he had not read them, and there- 
fore could not comment. He said 
that he had recommended princi- 
ples to Congress and that it was 
up to Congress to work out the 
schedules. He observed that he 
really couldn't taik about these 
matters while the legislation was 
under consideration. 

The quasi-debate started when a 
reporter wanted to know whether a 
purchaser of gasoline would have 
to pay the Federal tax on Monday 
if the joint resolution was not acted 
on by Saturday night. 

The “resident said that he would 
like to ask the reporter where he 
ever got the idea that the White 
House had said or intimated that 
it wanted the new tax proposals 
acted upon by Saturday night. An- 
swering this Socratic question with 
the same tactics, the reporter asked 
whether the President meant to 
say that he did not want the pro- 
posals acted on by Saturday.

Bit of Lace From Morning

LOS ANGELES, June 26. — A 
shred of lace from a morning gown, 
a lock of hair, a jeweled cigarette 
case inscribed with the word “yes,” 
stocks, bonds and bouquets were 
among the exhibits introduced yes- 
terday in the trial of Henry Gutt- 
mann, charged with the theft of 
$44,000 from Mrs. Blanche M. Sew- 
ell, for whom he acted as financial 
adviser. 

Mrs. Sewell, mother of Barton W. 
Sewell, millionaire sportsman who 
recently figured in the Emerson- 
Sewell wife-trading divorce and 
child-custody suit here, charged 
Guttmann stole stocks from her. 
He said the securities were gifts 
from her. 

Mrs. Sewell admitted on the stand 
in Superior Judge Thomas White's 
Court that Guttmann tried for 
three months the experiment of 
writing all her checks. She said 
the experiment did not. work be- 
cause it was “confusing.” 

“He asked me if 1 wouldn't let 
him do it,” she said. “He wanted 
to spare me the trouble.” 

Silver Cigarette Case Shown. 

Guttmann’s attorneys showed 
Mrs. Sewell a silver cigarette case 
with a locket on one side contain- 
ing her picture and the word “yes” 
inscribed under a diamond and two 
sapphires. 

“Didn't you give Mr. Guttmann 
this case”’” asked the lawyer. 

“I did not,” she said. “I let him 
have one of my photographs, and 
he had the miniature made to put 
in the locket.” 

She denied she gave him the lock- 
et or a strand of her hair, or a 
rose leaf and a piece of lace from 
her morning gown.

The attorney asked Mrs. Sewell 
' what the word “yes” meant. 

| “Why, it meant yes,” she replied 
“A sort of play on the word, you 
know. There are three little ditto 
| marks underneath. That was the 
'way Mr. Guttmann used the word— 

‘Yes, yes, yes,"—like that. He had 
| asked me if I was a friend of his, 
(and I signified that I was.” 

Once Had Confidence in Him. 

Mrs. Sewell said she once had 
great confidence in Guttmann’s 
ability. She said she entered into 
a business arrangement with him. 
“on a 50-50 basis,” regarding the 
profits Guttmann was to make. 
itrading in his employer's 
ties 

“When we went to my Pasadena 
safety deposit box to get my stock 
I would always ask for a receipt 
from Mr. Guttmann, which he gave 
me,” she said. “Some of these re- 
ceipts I found later had _  disap- 
peared.” 

Charles Mortfoot, 
counsel, said he would prove Mrs 
Sewell’'s securities were bestowed 
on his client as “love gifts,” that 
she and Guttmann spent a gay 
time together at Agua Caliente, 
Lower California, that she paid him 
$500 a week as her manager and 
gave him $1000 a month for ex- 
penses after renting for him a 
house near her home. 

Mortfoot told the jury “except 
for Mrs. Sewell’s jealousy of Pola 
Negri, Polish actress, there never 
would have been a prosecution.” 

Guttmann met Miss Negri after 
an airplane trip to Sarasota, Fla., 
and returned with her to Los An- 
geles on a business transaction. His 
lawyers contend Mrs. Sewell sev- 
ered relations with him shortly aft- 
erward.

RUSSIAN BALLOON GOES UP 
WITH PARACHUTES ON GONDOLA 


So-Called Fool-Proof Stratosphere 
Ship Ascends 52,165 Feet in 
155 Minutes

| MOSCOW, June 26.—Soviet Rus- 
sia’s so-called fool-proof_ strato-

Faced with an overwhelming 
State's case, “Irish” O'Malley, ex 
convict, interrupted his trial at Ed- 
wardsville at 2:15 o'clock this after- 
noon to plead guilty of kidnaping 
August Luer, 79-year-old Alton bank 
president and meat packer, for ran- 
som on July 10, 1933. 

Circuit Judge Mudge immediate 
ly sentenced the sharp-featured de. 


fendant to life imprisonment in the 
penitentiary at Chester. 

O'Malley, who had been a fugk 
tive until Department of Justice 
agents caught up with him last 
May 27 in Kansas City, was the 
seventh of the kidnapers to be sent 
to the penitentiary. Three of those 
who preceded him got life terms. 
The only one thus far to escape 
punishment is Grace Chase, who is 
still a fugitive. 

Overwhelming Case Against Him. 

As the State continued to pile 
proof upon proof that O'Malley was 
the ringleader of the Luer kidnap- 
ers, it became known about the 
courthouse that Harold J. Bandy, 
counsel for O'Malley, had suggested 
to him the possibility that it might 
be wise for him to plead guilty, 
since there was a possibility that 
the jury might send him to the 
electric chair. 

O'Malley, it was learned, obdur 
ately insisted that he would take 
his chances. His change of front 
was made after Sheriff Tom Bash 
of Kansas City and Agent Ed- 
ward Conroy of the Department of 
Justice had told how they had cap 
tured him. They were the State's 
closing witnesses. 

When this testimony had been 
concluded the defendant conferred 
briefly with Attorney Bandy, whe 
asked for a recess. There was an- 
other conference between defend 
ant and counsel. When court was 
resumed, O'Malley advanced toward 
the bench with his lawyer and an- 
nounced, in a low, but firm voice, 
that “I want to plead guilty.” 

Judge Mudge's Statement. 

Judge Mudge nodded, was silent 
a moment, then said:

FARMERS WITHOUT CASH 
FOR HARVEST 10 GET AID 


Emergency Feed and Crop Loan 
Policy to Be Same as That 
of Last Year. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Nor- 
man Monaghan, chief of the emer- 
gency crop and feed loan section of 
the Farm Credit Administration, 
said today the same policy would be 
carried out as last year to make it 
possible for farmers without cash 
for harvesting to carry on. 

Under terms of the seed loans, 
the FCA has a first lien on crops 
grown from the seed. Monaghan 
said arrangements will be made so 
farmers can assure threshers of 
payment. Field supervisors of the 
FCA will conduct the arrangements 
through country elevators who pur- 
chase the farmers’ grain. 

Thus, the elevator men may be au- 
thorized to pay the farmer enough 
out of his first deliveries of grain 
to meet the harvesting bill, before 
turning over funds to FCA. Mon- 
aghan said this would be permitted 
only in cases where farmers could 
present bona fide bills for harvest- 
ing expense.

CHICAGO LA 
FOUND GUILTY OF 
HIDING CRIMINAL 


Verdict Against Louis Pi- 
quett, Charged With Har- 
boring Homer Van Meter, 
Is Returned in Hour. 


By the Associated Press. 
CniCAGO, June 26.—Attorney 


Louis P. Piquett was convicted yes- 
terday of harboring Homer Van 
Meter, Dillinger gangster who was 
killed by police in St. aul in August, 
1934. 

A Federal court jury deliberated 
a little more than an hour before 
reaching a verdict in the case of 
the lawyer whom the prosecution 
had called the “mouthpiece” of the 


gang. 

Judge Philip L. Sullivan deferred 
passing sentence until arguments 
on a motion for a new trial are 
heard tomorrow. The maximum 


sentence is two years in prison and 
a fine of $10,000. 

Piquett received the verdict with- 
out emotion. He kissed his wife, 
then said: “I’m going to fight this 
out to the end.” 

Assistant United States Attorney- 
General Brien McMahon said: “The 
move to eliminate the lawyer-crim- 
inal from society has received great 
impetus by this verdict.” 

Piquett was permitted to remain 
on bond pending a decision on his 
efforts to get a new trial. 

Argues His Own Case, 


He was the first member of the 
bar to be convicted under a 1934 
law designed to penalize profes- 
sional persons and others who ex- 
tend extra-legal aid to criminals 

Piquett, former City Prosecutor 
who was acquitted last fall on 
charges of arranging a sanctuary 
for John Dillinger, argued his case 
before the jury. 

“IT didn’t provide for Van Meter. 
Dillinger did,” he said. 

“T’m not a lily-white criminal 
lawyer. I’ve represented a lot of 
criminals. That’s my business. The 
men who killed Garfield and Lin- 
coln and Anton Cermak had law- 
yers to represent them. 

“T have not murdered or robbed 
widows or banks. I represented 
Dillinger and through that fact

Some From Cranks, Some for, Some Against 
Convicted Murderer of Lindbergh Baby— 
A Few Investigated, Most Disregarded. 


(Copyright, 1935.) 
TRENTON, N. J., June 26.—The 
flood of mail in the Hauptmann 
case turned to@ay to a new chan- 
nel—toward the 14 Justices of the 
New Jersey Court of Errors and Ap- 
peals, which is considering Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann’s appeal from 
his sentence of death for the mur- 
der of the Lindbergh baby. 

Two letters addressed to Chan- 
cellor Luther A. Campbell, head 
of the court, are being investigated 
by postal officials, and others are 
reported to have been received by 
the rest of the judges. Heretofore 
Gov. Harold G. Hoffman, and be- 
fore him Gov. A. Harry Moore, who 
are members of the State Boacd 
of Pardons, have been the princi- 
pay targets for letters. 

Among those who have received 
large numbers of letters are Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, the baby’s 
father; Mrs. Lindbergh and other 
members of the family; Col. H. 
Norman Schwarzkopf, head of the 
State troopers; President Roosevelt 
and Mrs. Roosevelt, and Gov. He:- 
bert Lehmann of New York. Pos- 
tal officials estimate that since 
Hauptmann’s arrest the Post office 
has carried more than 1,000,000 let- 
ters dealing with the case; and 
telegraph compaines have transmit- 
ted hundreds of messages. 

The letters are of all types—crank 
letters; threats; helpful letters, 
which are frequently signed by the 
writers, while the others often are 
not; messages of congratulation, 
and messages of hope. They are 
from all over the world; purported 
clews in the case have come from 
Africa and. Australia, and every 
state in the union has at least one 
Lindbergh letter-writer. Most of 
them are repeaters, many writing 
regularly once a week. Very few 
of the letters are of the slightest 
value to the authorities. 


Gov. Hoffman has perhaps the 


best-annotated collection of these 
letters. He has been besiged by 
letters demanding Hauptmann be 
pardoned, or that his sentence be 
commuted. One of the first was an 
anonymous note on cheap paper 
threatening to “blow up the State 
House” if Hauptmann were not set 
free, and this, to preserve it and 
any fingerprints on it, was pro- 
tected by a celluloid cover. Since 
then all Hauptmann letters received 
by Gov. Hoffman have been put 
into celluloid covers, and mounted 
on cardboard sheets, which are 
bound in a volume for easy refer- 
ence. Beginning with the bomb 
threat, they range through all the 
phases of letter-writing from that 
of paranoiacs who threaten mur- 
der in Hauptmann’s behalf, to that 
of simple souls on Midwest farms 
who think Hauptmann should be 
summarily executed 

For a while the letters were in- 
vestigated, postoffice inspectors 
questioning the writers wherever 
possible, and, in the case of threats, 
bringing court actions. But the 
hundreds of thousands of unsigned 
letters, the signed harmless ones, 
are just disregarded as another 
strange phenomenon of the Lind- 
bergh case. 


FRANK HASKELL BOYER DIES

Haskell Boyer, 58 years old, co- 
founder of the Burroughs Adding 
Machine Company of Detroit, died 
Monday night at his winter home 
here of pneumonia. 

Mr. Boyer also was a founder of 
the Chicago Pneumatic Tool Com- 
pany of St. Louis and Detroit. He 
was a brother of Joe Boyer, the 
“millionaire race driver,” who was 
killed several years ago in an acci-

The city water department closed 
its fiscal year on April 8 with a 
deficit for the year of $146,558, ac- 
cording to Water Commissioner 
Daily’s annual report, made public 
today.

Rate Langford First. 

OT all the pugilistic world 

will agree with the opinion 
this writer long ago reached, that 
the greatest Negro heavyweight 
of all time—unless you want to go 
back to Molyneaux, over a cen- 
tury aco—was the squat left-hook 
artist Sam Langford, of whom 
Jack Johnson once said: “If Sam 
has a left hook I don’t know 
nothin’ about it. He never hit me 
with it.” 

The number two man of the 
Negro division will have to be 
Jack Johnson. Probably a ma- 
jority of critics will name John- 
son first; but he lacked the ag- 
gressiveness to win the admira- 
tion of most fight fans. 

Harry Wills will be easily third, 
although he showed toward the 
close of His career that he was 
an over-rated scrapper. 

Dempsey is supposed to have 
sidestepped Wills. The facts in 
that cause celebre are these: Tex 
Rickard was opposed to a mixed 
racial match for the champion- 
ship, which prevented their New 
York appearance. 

On the other hand, Dempsey 
actually signed a contract to fight 
Wills for a match in the Middle 
West. But becauce the promot- 
ters could not find the financial 
means to go through with the 
show, it fell through.

CONGRESS AND THE TAX PROGRAM. 

Contrary to the general expectation, President 
Roosevelt is pressing his tax program for adoption 
at the present session of Congress. 

It is likely that the tax program is not so much 
a repercussion from the NRA decision as it is a dis- 
position upon the part of the administration to find 
a better way out of the national dilemma. The NRA 
postulated a corporative state suggesting the Italian 
state. Irrespective of constitutional objections to 
such a policy, the administration could not have 
been happy in the contemplation of where the NRA 
would bring us up. It was an experiment, and it 
was practically dead before the Supreme Court de- 
cision. Obviously, a corporative state would much 
likelier belong to the corporations than to the people. 
The stage could not be better set for a test of their 
respective powers. 

It cannot be said that the NRA was what the in- 
tellectual leaders of the nation wanted. It was 
what business, vexed by the restraints upon it, con- 
ceived as the way out of confusion. Intellectualism 
conceives a more effective means of dealing with the 
great corporations than to meet them in headlong 
collision, as the NRA proposed. Their plan is to 
limit the giant corporations with the taxing powers 
of the Government. These are very broad, and they 
have never been put to the test as a method of con- 
trolling corporate power. We have attempted here- 
tofore to do this with anti-trust legislation. Anti- 
trust legislation has undoubted virtues, but it has 


‘not arrested the steady growth of corporate power.

Neither the Sherman law nor the Clayton Act served 
to keep some 200 corporations from at last control- 
ling most of the nation’s industrial life. They did not 
prevent the great concentration of economic power 
which the President said in his tax message is as 
inconsistent with democracy now as inordinate po- 
litical power was with the time which saw the birth 
of the Republic. 

How corporate power has grown until it is a match 
for the power of government was strikingly put the 
other day by Dr. A. A. Berle Jr., one of President 
Roosevelt's original academic advisers, in an address 
at Manchester, Vt., in which he urged amendment 
of the Constitution. He said: 

The General Electric Co. is literally larger than 
several states. The American Telephone & Tel- 
ezraph Co. would be about the twenty-eighth 
state in the Union, based on wealth. It may be 
that General Motors, General Electric, Unfted 
States Steel and other large corporations will at 
length dissolve into their component units. That 
abides time and economics: but I submit we can- 
not let the safety of our country wait for these 
long processes to work themselves out.

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FISCAL TALE OF TWO CITIES. 


Residents: of Newark, N. J., have been given a 
pamphlet by their city government, showing a re- 
markable record of rehabilitating municipal finances. 
While in many respects St. Louis has fared well in 
maintaining a sound financial position, there are 
ways in which this city could emulate the methods 
adopted by the New Jersey metropolis. 

“Old-fashioned politics was kicked out the door 
and business methods substituted,” explained Regi- 
nald Parnell, Director of Revenue and Finance of 
Newark. “A billing department was established, by 
which monthly bills were sent each taxpayer. An 
installment bureau was set up (the first in New 
Jersey), permitting monthly tax payments. An 8 
per cent penalty was imposed on delinquent taxes, 
and no remission of accrued interest charges was 
allowed. Tax sales have been held promptly; 1934 
delinquents will be sold out this August. The people 
were made to understand taxes. must be paid. Mod- 
ern bookkeeping methods were installed. Employes 
were required to give service to the public, and to 
keep their own taxes paid up. The public was kept 
informed through letters, pamphlets and radio talks.”’ 

And in St. Louis? Old-fashioned politics of the 
worst kind is rampant. The majority of the Al- 
dermen and of the Democratic City Committee have 
joined in a political fight against the Mayor because 
they could not have their way over patronage. Mean- 
while, much public business has marked time. The 
Mayor has retaliated by starting wholesale dismis- 
sals of “disloyal” employes.

Vital Defect of the Tax Message 


HE President has made it 
T ine his message is méant to deal 

broadly and fundamentally with taxa- 
tion as an instrument of social control. This 
is evident from the fact that the message 
is presented separately from the budget, 
that it contains no estimates of revenues 
in relation to expenditures, that it covers so 
much ground. 

This is not an appeal to Congress for 
money. This 1s meant to be the outline 
of a whole philosophy of taxation, which 
reaches far beyond the depression and the 
current deficit. It professes to declare the 
principles by which the taxing power 
should in the future be exercised. By this 
broad criterion the message must be 
judged 

There are six more or less definite items 
-—-the President calls them ‘suggestions’ -— 
in the message. They call for: (1) in- 
heritance taxes designed to prevent the 
transmission of “vast fortunes”; (2) income 
taxes designed to prevent the accumulation 
of “very great individual net incomes”: 
(3) a constitutional amendment permitting 
taxation of future issues of Government 
bonds in order to prevent wealth from tak- 
ing refuge in tax-exempt securities. These 
three suggestions belong together and make 
up a program to use the taxing power 
against the concentration of wealth in great 
fortunes. 


very plain 


The three other suggestions are aimed at 
the concentration of economic power in the 
hands of big business. Here we find, first, 
the proposal for a graduated corporation 
income .tax which is intended to handicap 
the big corporations and to favor the small- 
er ones. Then there is the suggestion that 
“ultimately” taxes should penalize “unnec- 
essary holding companies in all lines of 
business” in order to discourage the sepa- 
ration of the control from the ownership of 
corporate properties. 

Finally, there is the suggestion that “un- 
wieldy and unnecessary corporate sur- 
pluses” should be taxed in order to dis- 
courage the practice by which the larger 
corporations are able to finance themselves, 
and so, in deciding whether to expand their 
plants, are independent of the judgment of 
the capital market. 

This second group of suggestions, aimed 
at the concentration of economic power, is 
a reversal of the underlying philosophy of 


“NRA. It would deliberately favor the small- 


er business enterprises and would deliber- 
ately penalize the larger enterprises. It is 
intended to promote competition, whereas 
NRA intended .to promote combination. As 
an abandonment of the ideal of a planned 
economy and of the tendency toward a 
highly integrated, regimented and regulat- 
ed state capitalism, it is, therefore, more 
convincing and goes further than did the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the NRA 
case. For the kind of economic order 
which these taxes are intended to promote 
cannot be planned by centralized direction. 

The really serious defect of the program, 
considered as a formulation of general prin- 
ciples, lies, it seems to me, not in what the 
President has proposed but in what he has 
failed to propose. That the concentration 
of wealth in great fortunes and the concen- 
tration of economic power in _ relatively 
small groups is undesirable and dangerous, 
almost no one would deny who reads the 
lessons of history. In a democracy, wealth 


and power should not be so unequally dis- 
tributed that there is no relation between 
a man’s contribution to sociéty on the one 
hand, his wealth and his power on the 
other. Indeed, a very great inheritance can 
be justified only if it is treated, as John 
D. Rockefeller Jr., for example, treats his: 
as a trust to be administered for the pub- 
lic benefit. Nor is there any real doubt 
that taxation is by far the best instrument 
for preventing morbid accumulations of 
wealth and power. 
. om . 

But while the President Kas seen clear- 
ly the danger of concentrated wealth and 
power, he has not seen, I believe, the equal- 
ly great danger of irresponsible mass vot- 
ing. Yet the lessons of history are no less 
clear about that. That is why a thorough- 
ly statesmanlike program would have con- 
tained, as an esséntial principle, a proposal 
to tax small incomes, however lightly, along 
with the proposal to tax big fortunes very 
heavily. 

The American income tax system has be- 
come increasingly vulnerable and unsound 
since the war. In 1923, income tax returns 
were made by more than 7,500,000 individ- 
uals. By 1929, nearly half of these individu- 
als had been exempted. In 1934, there were 
15 states, represented by nearly a third of 
the Senate, in which less than $1,000,000 in 
income taxés was paid by individuals in 
each state. On the other hand, 10 states, 
represented by 20 Senators, paid about 
three-quarters of the individual income 
taxes. 

Thus we have traveled far along the path 
where the political power to tax incomes 
is exercised by a great mass of voters who 
are immune to the taxes they impose. In 
respect to visible and conscious tax bur- 
dens, we are moving rapidly toward repre- 
sentation without taxation. 

A sound program of taxation would have 
as its ideal the payment of some income 
tax by évery voter, so that every new ex- 
penditure would be reflected in the tax 
bill of every voter. It is not feasible to 
achieve this ideal completely. But it is pos- 
sible to aim at it. Nor need it mean that 
citizens of small means would pay more 
than they now pay. The important thing 
is that they should pay direct taxes and 
should be conscious that they are paying 
taxes, and this could be done by lowering 
the exemption and substituting for the 
nuisance taxés a tax on small incomes. 

* * * 

Had such a proposal been included, the 
President's message would not have pleased 
Senator Long so much, but it would have 
translated the whole program from the 
_plane of expédiency to the plane of princi- 
ple. The President would have shown that 
he was aware not, only of the dangers of 
concentrated wealth but of the equally 
great danger of massed irresponsibility. 

A measuré which attacks the great for- 
tunes at the top without at the same time 
broadening the base of all taxes is a meas- 
ure to diminish the evils of plutocracy by 


encouraging the evils of demagogy. The 


immunity of gréat wealth and the irrespon- 
sibility of great masses are the two fatal 
diseases of republics. By this test, the 
President's program is inadequate and 
shortsighted. It has spurs but no bridle. It 
offers incentives to spend but lacks re 
straints upon spending.

Both in their 

curious blend of sadism with stern | 

moral reproof, and in their eager 

bid for public recognition, they be- 

long in the same dossier with the 

works of Jack the Ripper and the 
amazing Doctor Cream. 

These two were wolves, who 
prowled the terrified streets of Lon- 
don in the late eighties and early 
nineties, had this in common—that 
they both chose their victims from 
among the women whom the agi- 
tated journalists of the day iden- 
tified as belonging to “the unfor- 
tunate class.” Then neither could 
resist writing suggestive and taunt- 
ing letters to the authorities. In- 
deed, it was Doctor Cream’s episto- 
Jlary habits which finally put the 
noose around his neck. His exhi- 
bitionism was so strong that he 
went about pointing the finger of 
suspicion at himself. 

It was Dr. Cream’s curious cus- 
tom to roam night-mantled London 
clad in an opera cape and silk hat 
and, thus caparisoned, to present 
little capsules of strychnine to the

women he picked up. Unlike most 
sadists, he was content to absent | 
himself austerely from the final | 
agonies. But one may surmise that | 
he chuckled in the distance. In the 
case of one intended victim who, as 
it happens, threw the capsule away, 
he also gave her theater tickets, ap- 
parently with the prankful notion 
that she should be _ tapped for 
Skull and Bones while at the play. 

But when, as sometimes happened, 
one of his successes would be | 
ascribed to natural causes by the 

slovenly physicians, he seemingly 

felt frustated and himself dropped | 
the hints which led to the exhuma 
tion, and investigation, and his own 
eventual undoing. Jack the Rip- 
per, who was never caught and 
never even identified, and Dr. 
Cream were adroitly blended by 
Mrs. Belloc Lowdens in her capita! 
and breathlessly suspensive story 
called The Lodger, which belongs, 
to this day, in every firstrate library 
of criminal loré. 

The history of Jack the Ripper | 
has, by the: way, an interesting | 
American footnote which does not} 
appear in any of the English chron- 
icles of that terror. In 1891, short- 
lv after the grisly series of Ripper 
murders came to an end in White- 
chapel, a favorite London rumor in- 
sisted that the mysterious monster 
had taken ship for our shores and 
just then, in an unsavory water- 
front dive here in New York, a 
woman was found with her throat 
cut from ear to ear and her body 
subjected to the same mutilation 
which had marked the Whitechapel 
murders. Naturally enough it was 
assumed that Jack the Ripper had 
advanced upon New York, and the 
newspapers here gave way to an 
ecstasy of apprehension. 


OR this killing, an Algerian 
F named Ameer Ben Ali, but 

commonly known as Frenchy, 
was put on trial. Frenchy was pros- 
ecuted by that same Francis Weil- 
man who wrote The Art of Cross 
Fxamination. And his defense was 
the first of the 300 homicide cases 
which made Abe Levy famous in 
his day above all other lawyers in 
the old wives’ tales of our criminal 
courts. During the trial, expert 
witnesses wrangled for days over 
the chemical analysis of the sup- 
stance scraped from under 
Frenchy's fingernails when he was 
arrested. Th State, in its role as 
manicurist, sought to prove not only 
that this was human gore, but 
that it was the blood of someone 
who had recently dined on corned 
beef, cabbage and cheese. A nice 
point Frenchy was found guilty 
of second-degree murder, sent to 
jail for life, and subsequently par-

Is Probable 


Postmaster-General Indicates 
Approval of Postage Com- 
memorative. 


O-TMASTER - GENERAL 
JAMES A FARLEY has indi- 
cated that he will approve the 
request which is before him for a 
3-cent postage stamp to commemo- 
rate the completion of Boulder 
Dam. This stamp has been re- 
quested by both the Senators and 
Representatives of the State of Col- 
orado as well as numerous other 
State delegations, 

The 50-cent Graf Zeppelin stamp 
which was issued to commemorate 
the flight of the German dirigible 
to the Century of Progress in Chi- 
cago in October, 1933, has been re- 
moved from sale at the Philatelic 
Agency. The total number of these 
stamps printed was 5,000,000 and 
only a few are left unsold to col- 
lectors and dealers. 


While definite figures are not 
available at this time as to the 
number of the Farley Souvenir 
sheets sold it is known that the to- 
tal sales of the Philatelic Agency 
for the last fiscal year will more 
than double the previous year. 

The new duck stamp was placed 
on sale June 17 at post offices 
throughout the country. The orig- 
inal law did not allow collectors to 
buy this stamp in mint condition 
but the post office clerks were re- 
quired to affix the stamp to the 
hunting license. By the provisions 
of a new law signed June 15 by 
President Roosevelt the stamps 
may be purchased in any quantity 
unaffixed.

Skewered Shrimps. 

Wash and drain canned shrimps 
and dry thoroughly. Dip in seasoned 
melted butter and place on skewers 
alternately with sliced bacon cut in 
one inch squares. Place on a hot 
broiler and cook, turning frequently 
until the bacon is crisp. Serve wi’ 
tartar sauce, which may be bought 
already prepared. 


Eggs in Black Butter. 

Melt a generous amount of butter 
in an iron skillet and slightly brown. 
Add salt, pepper, a dash of cayenne, 
one tablespoon of Worcestershire 
sauce and the juice of one-half lem- 
on. In this carefully place the de- 
sired number of eggs closely togeth- 
er, being careful not to break the 
yolks. When beginning to set baste 
with sauce in pan. Transfer to hot 
plates and serve immediately. 


Tasty Baked Beans. 

Open three cans of oven baked 
beans. Make a sauce of one table- 
spoon of dry mustard, three table- 
spoons of molasses, a little salt and 
black pepper, one small grated 
onion, the grated rind of one-half 
lemon and one cup of water. Pour 
this over the beans. Cut one-half 
pound of salt pork into small 
squares down to the rind. Bury 
this in the beans with the skin side 
up and bake. in an earthen dish 
slowly, from two to three hours. Be- 
fore serving remove lid, discard the 
rind and brown. This may be pre- 
pared at home and just reheated. 


Corn Beef Hash. 

Chill cans of corn beef hash thor- 
oughly. Slice in half inch slices. 
Top each slice with a slice of toma- 
to and surround tomato with finely 
minced onion. Generously salt and 
pepper the tomato, cover with bread 
crumbs and dot with butter... Cook 
just until the tomato is tender.

Discipline Has 
No Real Place 


In Promotions 


Child's Abilities and Possibil- 
ities for Work Are Sole 
Bases.

HESE are the days when teach- 
1) ers must consider the promo- 
tion of their pupils. The pen- 
cil runs down the line swiftly, 
checking those in the first quarter 
without a stop. It goes down the 
next quarter a bit less speedily, but 
it goes along.

“Here's Kitty. She can’t read. 
Worst in the class. But she writes 
beautifully; gets good marks in 
arithmetic; spelling not so good; 
poor in all subjects that require 
any reading; draws and sews well; 
has a nice disposition. Wonder if 
Miss Merrill would stand for her 
because she writes so nicely? I've 
a good mind to ask her. Mark her 
doubtful and see the Head.

What is to be done with these 
doubtful children? Doubtful be- 
cause they have some possibilities, 
and some certainties. The teacher 
cannot decide what is best. If she 
promotes the one with the poor 
marks and the possibilities the one 
who is left back and has no possi- 
bilities will bring his mother and 
his father and the influential board 
member to point out this partiality 
and injustice. Possibilities ca-.:. 
be shown as examination papers 
and marks are displayed. They are 
subtler matters and can be dis- 
cerned by mental eyes only. 

I believe that any doubtful pupil 
ought to be promoted IF he has 
shown sufficient power to grasp the 
next term’s work. Even if he has 
low marks, but indicates this power, 
he should go ahead. The child who 
shows that he has no understand. 
ing of what went on in the class- 
room, and so has no preparation 
for the next step ahead, must repeat 
his grade and get some knowledge 
of its meaning before taking on 
new work. 

Holding a pupil back as a disci- 
plinary measure is useless, waste- 
ful, unjust to the school, the com- 
munity and the pupil. Send him 
ahead if he can take up new work, 
Keep him where he is, but change 
his teacher, if he can readily under- 
stand the new grade work. Ignore 
the effect on other children. There 
is no effect worth while in this mat- 
ter one way or the other save on 
the individual child in question, He 
should be considered, his growth 
and his welfare protected. No dis 
cipline is to enter into the ques 
tion. The one idea is fitness for 
new work.
